Commifison and Department of Electronics: 

^Regulations regarding Physical Filness of candidates 

selected for appointment to Scientific and Technical posts 

Class J & II (Gazetted) under Electronics Commission 

and Department of Electronics. 

(MEDTCAL FITNESS REGULATIONS) 

Notwithstanding the regulations laid down, it must be 
clearly understood that the Chairman, Electronics Commission 
and Secretary, Department of Electronics reserves to himself 
an absolute discretion to reject as unfit any candidate whom 
he may consider, on the report of the Medical Board to be 
physically disqualified and that his discretion is in no respect 
limited by these regulations. 

1. These regulations apply to all candidates for admis- 
sion into Scientific and Technical posts* Class I and If 
(Gazetted) in Department of Electronics and Infor- 
mation, Planning & Analysis Group of Electronics 
Commission. 

2. To be passed as lit for appointment, a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and fice from 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient 
performance of the duties of his appointment. 

3. Only those candidates Miffering from infectious diseases 
which they are likely to communicate to those 
with whom they may have to work should be disquali- 
fied from appointment. 

4. Disabilities such as colour blindness, poor sight which 
can be corrected by wearing glasses, deformity of the 
leg caused by poliomylitis or such other disabilities as 
in the opinion of the Chairman, Electronics Commis- 
sion and Secretary, Department of Electronics, do not 
come in the way of efficient discharge of duties, 
should not operate as a bar to appointment under the 
Electronics Commission/ Department of Electronics. 

5. Such disabilities set out in (4) should however bo 
communicated to the Officer under whom the candi- 
date is likely to be appointed, for general informa- 
tion, 

6. In the matter of the correlation of the age, height and 
chest girth of candidates, it is left to the Medical 
Authority to use whatever correlation figures arc con- 
sidered most suitable as a guide in the examination of 
the candidates. 

7. Failure to satisfy the adopted standard of correlation 
figures, shall not render the candidate unfit if he is 
found to be otherwise healthy. 

8. The height of the candidate and the chest measure- 
ments shall be recorded in centimeters and the weight 
\m kilograms. 
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9. There shall be no limit lor minimum naked eye vision 
but the naked eye vision ot the candidates _ shall, 
however, be recorded by the Medical Authority in 
every case, as it will provide the basic information in 
regard to the condition of the eye. 

10. In general, the total amount of Myopia shall not ex- 
ceed - — 8. ODD and total hypcrnietropia shall not exceed 
-|-6.00D in Lhc case of candidates above the age of 20 
years and “6.00D and 4-6.00 in the case of those 
upio the age of 20 years. 

11. Wherever possible fundus examination should be 
carried out and results recorded. The necessity for 
carrying out .such examination is left to the discretion 
of the Medical Board. 

12. Colour vision and field vision shall be performed 
where necessary, in the opinion of the Medical Autho- 
rity. 

13. An approximate method of computing normal maxi- 
mum systolic pressure is as follows ; — 

(i) Subjects between 15-25 years the average is about 
100 plus the age. 

(ii) Subjects over 25 years the average is about 110 
plus the age, 

14. A systolic blood pressure over ]40mm of mercury and 
a diastolic over 90 mm of mercury should be regard- 
ed as suspicious. The final decision as to the fitness or 
Otherwise of the candidate will, however, rest with the 
Medical Board only, who will take a decision after con- 
sulting the Chairman, Electronics Commission and 
Secretary, Department of Electronics. In the event of 
any difference of opinion between the Medical Board 
and the Chairman, Electronics Commission and Sec- 
re L ary, Department of Electronics the final decision 
shall rest with the Chairman, Electronics Commission 
and Secretary, Department of Electronics. 

15. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should be examined and the result recorded. The 
finding of glycosuria per se may not be considered 
as a disqualification unless the candidate presents 
symptoms and signs of organic and degenerative 
changes as a consequences of uncontrolled diabetes. 

16. Where an organic disease is suspected on physical 
examination, the Medical Board shall undertake to 
perform such investigations on the candidate as may 
be necessary, to establish the diagnosis. 

17. The opinion of the Medical Board shall be final in 
all matters relating to the physical fitness of the 
candidate. However, if th© Chairman, Electronics 
Commission and Secretary, Department of Electronics 
is satisfied on th© evidence produced before him of 
the possibility of an error of judgment in the decision 
of the Medical Board which carried out the medical 
examination, it will be open to him to refer the can- 
didate to a new Medical Board. 

18. Th© Medical Board will be constituted by the Chair- 
man, Electronics Commission and Secretary Depart- 
ment of Electronics and scale of fee i.e. charges for 
test etc.,_if any, to be paid to such an authority for 
undertaking medical examination is to be settled by 
him, Orders in this regard will issue separately."

No. 8(41 )/75-RH.IL— For the effective, economical and 
expeditious execution of the scheme to resettle migrants fiom 
former Fast Pak'stan in the various Projects, rehabilitation 
colonies and in other areas in Madhya Pradesh, for integiating 
the villages set up /to be set up in the Project and other areas 
with the normal distiict administration, and for coordinating 
the activities of the State and central authorities in connection 
with the administration of the Central Camps and work-site 
camps and State work-site camp-, situated in Madhya Pradesh, 
the Central Government and the Government of Madhya 
Pradesh agree to set up a Committee of Direction, 

2. The composition of the Committee of Direction shall be 
as follows — ■

3. Powers and junction t of the Committee . — The Commit- 
tee will exercise general supervision over the execution of the 
various Rehabilitation Schemes and Progress for the resettle- 
ment of migrants from former E-flst Pakistan and repatriates 
from Sri Lanka/Burma in Madhya Pradesh and shall enjoy 
the following powers : — 

(i) To give financial sanction to specific items of 
expenditure uplo Rs. 5 lakhs or upto such limits 
as may be authorised by the Central Government 


Irom time to time. Necessary financial orders in 
this regard will be issued by the competent 
authoiity m the Government of Madhya Pradesh. 

Provided that : — 

( I ) Schemes involving expenditure in excess of Rs. 5 
lakhs shall be icfeired to the Central Government 
lor appjoval; and 

(2) expenditure in any financial year does not exceed 
the total budget provision for the year. 

(ii) To create such posts and to appoint such officers 
and staff thereto as it considers necessary for the 
efficient performance of its functions, provided, 
however, that no post shall be created on a scale 
of pay, the maximum of which exceeds Rs. 1,000/- 
a month or on a fixed pay exceeding Rs. ],000/- 
a month without the prior approval of the Govern- 
ment of Madhya Pradesh. 

(iii) To authorise direct purchase of all machinery, 
tools and plans, equipment and vehicles, provided 
lhat where the Directorate General of Supplies and 
Disposals, Government of India, or the Stores 
Purchase Officer of the Government of Madhya 
Pradesh have entered into rate-contracts for any 
item, the Committee shall take advantage of those 
contracts and the respective Project. Officers will be 
treated as Direct Demanding Officers for the 
purpose of those contracts. 

(iv) The Committee will also exercise general supervision 
over the Iaiw and order aspect in the camps, and 
issue such directions as may be necessary from 
time to time to maintain peace and law and order in 
the camps to ensure timely dispersal of families and 
its efficient management according to instructions 
issued by the Central Government. 

4 , The Committee of Direction being an unincorporated 
body will have no direct dealing with the member? of the 
public. All contracts, agreements, orders, etc. shall be signed 
by the District Relict and Rehabilitation Officer, Project 
Officer oi such other officcr(s) ns mav be authorised in this 
behalf by the Government of Madhya Pradesh. 

5. The Central Government and the Government of 
Madhya Pradesh may delegate to the Committee of Direction 
additional powers as and when considered necessary. 

6 The Committee of Direction, not being an executive 
body, will be only an advisoiy body. However, a convention 
may be established that the decisions of the Committee should 
be ordinarily ratified by the Central and Slate Governments. 
In terms of the powers delegated by the Slate Government, 
the District Relief and Rehabilitation Officer /Proect Officer 
or the Chairman of the Committee of Direction, will imple- 
ment the decisions of the Committee without further reference 
to the State Government, 

7. The Committee of Direction shall function on the basis 
of consensus or unanimity. If, however, any of the Members 
hold? strong dissenting views, the matter in question should 
be considered further after the Member concerned have ob- 
tained the ^instructions of their respective Governments. In 
case there is still a difference of opinion among th^ Members, 
the matter shall be referred to the Government of India for 
instructions. 

8. The Committee of Direction shall ordinally meet once 
one in every three months and the venue may be Bhopal, 
Madhya Pradesh or New Delhi. 

Any four Member? present shall form a quorum at a 
meeting of the Committee, provided lhat at least two repre- 
sentatives of each of the two Government are present at the 
meeting, 

9. The Committee of Direction will function in accordance 
with such directions a? it may, from time to time receive from 
the Central Government and from the Government of 
Madhya. Pradesh. The Government of Madhya Pradesh will 
be administratively in charge of the Committee of Direction. 
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10. The Headquarter-) of the C omfnittec of Direction will 
be at Bhopal 01 some other place as declared so by the 
(government of Madhya Piadesh.
